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(2) A licence Issued under this Order— 

(a) 'shall be In Form II and be valid until the 31st December of the year 

in which it is Issued; and 

(b) may be renewed for one year at a time. 

5. Power to issue and renew licence. 

(1) On receipt of an application under clause 4, the licensing authority 

may, ^ter making such investigation as it may deem fit, issue or 
refuse to issue, or renew or refuse to renew a licence having due 
regard to— 

(a) the number of wheat roller flour mUls functioning in the locality; 

(b) the availability of wheat for supply with the Central Government or, 

as the case may be, with the Food Corporation of India; and 

(c) any other relevant factor. 

(2) Where the licensing authority refuses to Issue or renew a licence, it 

shall record the reasons therefor and furnish a copy of the same to 
the applicant.”; 

(II) In clause 12 for the words, figures and letter ‘‘under clause 11 or clause 
llA", the words, figures and letter “under clause 6 or clause 11 or 
clause HA” shall be substituted. 
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
